


For the first time in the history of 
professional road racing a major event 
on pavement will decide the Grand 
National AMA title. The chase has taken 
place from coast to coast and now 
comes the payoff. 

Th first annual “Champion Sparkplug 
Motorcycle Classic” is the official name 
as the sparkplug people jump into cycle 
racing full force, and they are in it to 
stay. 

In past years more and more 
“Factory Teams” have been formed by 
the various American distributrs and 
from time to time foreign riders have 
made their way to Daytona in 
particular, and a few other races in 
general. Now both the teams from these 
shores and the majority of the current 
top riders from other nations will all be 
on the track October 17th for what is 
really the first meeting from both sides 
of the waters that surround the USA. 

First a look at the factory teams as 
they get ready for their final, not first, 
test of the season. 

THE BSA TEAM 

The strongest team entered on the 
basis of the finish results from the six 
previous road races in 1971. Led by 
Dick Mann who is finished his 19th year 
in racing. 

Mann and his BSA Rocket three have 
compiled a record unsurpassed in 
previous seasons: Three wins, two 
seconds and one third place. It may take 
some unknown youngster another 19 
years to top this performance. 

Dick also will have to turn in one of 
the best rides of his record length career 
to capture the overall point title. He has 
two other riders breathing over his 
shoulder and 250 miles is no cinch, or 
certainty for any rider or machine. But 
Mann and his BSA Triple have the past 
track record to prove that this is the 
combination to beat. 

BSA backs up Mann with rookie Don 
Emde who has the second best finish 
average this season in road racing. Three 
third place finishes, one fifth and a pair 
of sixths in six times set out in national 
road races. No first year Expert has ever 
before turned in a record like that his 
first year in national road racing 
competition. 

Dave Aldana is the third rider on the 
list. Early season mechanical troubles 
plagued him at Dayton, Atlanta and 
Seattle. But the BSA is humming from 
start to finish now and his last two 
national road races have produced a 
fourth and a fifth place finish. 

The fourth rider on the BSA team is 
Jim Rice. The most consistent rider on 
the national circuit this year and a 
contender for the point title coming 
into Ontario. In four out of the six 
previous road races Jim has finished 
inside the first ten, positions that carry 
the majority of the national points. Jim 
is perhaps the most improved road racer 
in America this year. 

That's the BSA team, a record of 
proven reliability on machines that have 
turned in a fantastic record of durability 
and top speed. Four seasoned riders and 
a team of mechanics that know how to 
keep. the machines running the total 
distance. Beat the BSA's and you have a 
winner at the “Big O”. Probably, but 
not likely. RATE BSA AT 2 TO 1 
FAVORITES.

THE HARLEY-DAVIDSON TEAM 

Once the team to beat in any road 
race but has fallen on hard times in 
recent seasons in national road racing. 
The new 750 Twin has yet to prove 
itself, not for top speed, but for 
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reliability. The machine has only 
finished in the top three in one of the 
previous six events this season. 

Rider ranks are thm and only Mark 
Brelsford and Cal Rayborn could ride 
home a winner. Both are excellent road 
racers, both haye won national 
pavement events. 

The 250 miles appears to be too long 
a race for the American built brand. 
They will be up there early in time trials 
and the opening laps of the 250 miler, 
but it is the late laps that count. H-D 
still looking. Has the pilots but not the 
weapons in this one. Come close to not 
entering the team riders but national 
points are at stake and a finish within 
the top ten in the final standings for 
two of the riders. BRING H-DIN AT A 
50 to 1 SHOT.

THE KAWASAKI TEAM 

The 500cc three cylinder two 
strokers have been trying for three years 
to get it all together. In the last road 
race before Ontario, at Talladega, they 
did just that. 

The jolly green giant gas-eaters are 
quick and getting more reliable with 
each race. Kawasaki also has well 
seasoned riders, in most cases. For the 
public they are not an official factory 
team but headquarters keep and 
maintain the front running machines 
and has full time mechanics working on 
them all the way. The fastest of the two 
strokes entered, and that includes a 
bunch. 

Canadian Yvon DuHamel leads the 
list. He won his first National at 
Talladega in record time. A charger who 
sometimes forgets to turn it off. A rider 
that has to lead from the opening lap 
and 250 miles may be his downfall — or 
fall-off. 

Right behind is the highly underrated 
Ralph White who has twice gained a 
high finish position this year in road 
race nationals. Ralph has been looking 
for the big one for many a lap and could 
put it all together, if the machine will 
match his ability. 

Walt Fulton rounds out the rather 
thin Kawasaki ranks.. He will be on a 
privately entered machine that has 
topped the “works” bikes more than 
once this year. A good road racer that 
has yet to really put it all together.

THE SUZUKI TEAM 

Has four excellent riders on the full 
factory supported team. Three have 
won national road races in the past but 
so far this year it has not been the year 
for Suzuki. The 500cc two stroke twins 
are the sleekest and lightest machines in 
road racing but various mechanical 
problems have plagued them all season. 
Recent road. races have been producing 
better results, but not good enough to 
be a contender for the win. Things 
could change at Ontario as Suzuki does 
try harder in the late stages of the game 
each year. 

From end to end Suzuki has the 
riders to win any road race. Jody 
Nicholas, Art Baumann, Ron Grant and 
Ron Pierce are all top flight in 
anybody’s book. 

Nicholas appears to have the best 
chance to lead the Suzuki team. He is 
running red hot this year on both the 
pavement and the dirt. Baumann ranks 
next and then Pierce. Grant came up 
with an injury a year and a half ago and 
appears to have never really regained the 
form that carried him to one national 
win a few seasons back. Injuries heal 
and Grant may be the charger to put ti 
all together, but it is not too likely. 

Suzuki has all the potential and Oct. 
17 may be their “Comeback” for 1971.

Speaking Qut 
About Ontario 


ONTARIO, CAL. — “I don’t see how 
we can put over 100 bikes through that 
first turn at 150 mph and keep everyone 
upright!" 

This is the fear of Kel Carruthers of 
Australia after a testing session at 
Ontario Motor Speedway early this 
week in preparation for the Champion 
Spark Plug Motorcycle Classics, Oct. 
13-17. 

“I certainly do like the purse (nearly 
$100,000 total, the largest ever offered 
for a motorcycle race), but I don’t care 
much at all for the traffic,” Carruthers 
said. “There’s only one path through 
that series of high speed turns after you 
leave the oval and get onto the road 
circuit. If a slower bike gets in the way 
there’s no place to go. It should be 
interesting for the spectators, but not 
much fun for the riders.” 

Adding to the riders woes is their 
unfamiliarity with the 3.194-mile 
Ontario road circuit. 

"It will greatly affect the Americans 
who have never ridden it, but I should 
think the Europeans will adapt very 
quickly,” he said. “The Europeans ride 
courses of eight and nine miles every 
week, so they’re naturally quicker to 
learn.” 

Carruthers, 34, is a veteran of 17 
years of motorcycle competition. 

Top European riders entered for the 
“Classics” are Paul Smart, Phil Read, 
Rod Gould and John Cooper along with 
New Zealanders Ginger Malloy and 
Geoff Perry and Canadian Yvon 
DuHamel. 

The U.S. will be represented by the 
current national championship points 
leader Dick Mann, the defending 
national champ Gene Romero, and such 
standouts as Cal Rayborn, Gary Nixon, 
Jim Rice, Don Emde, Jody Nicholas, 
Tom Rockwood and Chuck Palmgren. 

The five-day racing program begins 
Wednesday, Oct. 13 with practice 
followed: by qualification races on 
Thursday. Novice and Junior races are 
scheduled for Friday, Oct. 15 with a 
Junior/Expert combined race and a 
national motocross set for Saturday, 
Oct. 16. The 250-mile Champion 
Motorcycle Classic will ge the green flag 
at noon on Sunday, Oct. 17.

and their crew ready to grab off the 
biggest of them all this year. 

Gene Romero has finished inside the 
top ten on five of the previous six race 
occasions this year. His second place 
finish two years in a row at Daytona can 
not leave him overlooked, although he 
has yet to win a road race. 

Romero will be a contender as he has 
a chance to come from behind and 
snatch the Grand National point title 
away for the second straight year. He 
must finish ahead of Dick Mann to do 
this and few, if any, have been able to 
do it this year. Romero, rest assured, 
will try. 

For the other three riders on the 
Triumph team it has been up and down 
with various problems this year. Gary 
Nixon has finished only one road race. 
Many say he is still a threat in any road 
race but an old injury and lack of total 
laps may cancel him out. It will be a last 
ditch try for Gary who will be on a new 
machine, in competition for the first 
time. 

Tom Rockwood and Don Castro 
round out the team. Rockwood has four 
years of road racing behind him and is 
strong in the late laps, if the machine is 
running. He has finished in the top ten 
at Daytona two of the last three years.

had been few complaints about the mud 
at Elkhorn, where the loam base 
provided some traction, but Unadilla 
was stone slippery. 

With nearly 100 entries, the 250 
National class had to be divided into 
two heats, a consolation, and a final. 

Five minutes into the first moto, 
fully half the 250 field was bogged 
down in the much on the steepest hill, 
so the support riders unwillingly became 
the comic relief for the rain-soaked 
spectators.

The 250 results are still unofficial at 
this writing, but it seems certain that 
Maicoman Tim Hart of Torrance, Calif., 
took first overall with a win in moto 1 
and a second place in the final. Hart was 
listed as first in the 
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Chaplin (Mai) finished in front only to 
discover that he'd been without a scorer 
all day. Dick Burleson won moto 2 and 
finished behind Hart in the final, and 
DeWayne Jones took two thirds. So, 
unofficially, it's Hart then Burleson, 
then Jones for top three overall.

NOISE ANNOYS 

In the 25 May issue of Cycle News, 
we reported on 18 separate Bills aimed 
at reducing motorcycle noise. This 
number has now grown to 22 and their 
status can only be explained in the 
following manner: 

OPERATING NOISE STANDARDS 

Section 23130 of the Vehicle Code 
prescribes the maximum acceptable 
noise levels for registered and licensed 
motorcycles operated upon streets and 
highways as follows: 

Any motorcycle other than a 
motor driven cycle — 35 mph or less: 82 
dbA. Over 35 mph: 86 dbA. 

B. Any motor-driven cycle — 35 mph 
or less: 76 dbA. Over 35 mph: 82 dbA. 

Five Bills would have revised these 
standards downward, but the only Bill 
which now appears headed toward 
passage is AB 1045 (Assemblyman 
Schabarum) which adds the following 
provisions to Section 23130: 

——The noise limits, within a speed 
zones of 35 miles per hour or less on 
level streets, or streets with a grade not 
exceeding plus or minus 1 percent, for 
the following categories of motor 
vehicles, or combination of vehicles, 
which are subject to registration, shall 
be: 

A. Any motorcycle, other than a 
motor-driven cycle.....77 dbA. ` 

B. Any motor driven cycle.....74 dbA. 

AB 1045 also adds other provisions 
associated with testing procedures. It 
also provides that no person shall have 
recourse upon a manufacturer unless it 
is proved that the manufacturer did not 
comply with standards of the Vehicle 
Code at the time of original sale. 

The net result is that even though a 
manufacturer was legally allowed to sell 
a motorcycle which produces up to 92 
dbA, you must operate it within the 
prescribed limits of 77 or 74 dbA under 
the conditions specified above.

NOISE STANDARDS FOR SALES 

Section 27160 of the Vehicle Code 
prescribes the maximum acceptable 
noise levels for the selling or offering for 
sale of new motorcycles subject to 
registration and licensing. 

A. Any motorcycle manufactured 
before 1 January 1970.....92 dbA. 

B. Any motorcycle, other than a 
motor-driven cycle manufactured after 
1 January 1970, and before 1 January 
1973.....88 dbA. 

C. Any motorcycle, other than a 
motor-driven cycle, manufactured on or 
after 1 January 1973.....86 dbA. 

D. Any motor-driven cycle 
manufactured after 1 January 1968, and 
before 1 January 1973.....86 dbA. 

E. Any motor-driven cycle 
manufactured on or after 1 January 
1973.....84 dbA. 

Seven Bills would have revised these 
standards downward, however it now 
appears that these standards will not be 
revised as all seven Bills have been 
effectively blocked. 

UNUSUAL OR EXCESSIVE NOISE 

There are two rather innocent 
appearing Sections in the Vehicle Code 
which read: 

——''Section 27150. Every motor 
vehicle subject to registration shall at all 
times be equipped with an adequate 
muffler in constant operation and 
properly maintained to prevent any 
excessive or unusual noise, and no 
muffler or exhaust system shall be 
equipped with a cutout, bypass, or 
similar device." 

COMMENT: This section makes no 
reference at all to a test procedure and 
leaves the decision of what is “unusual 
or excessive noise” up to the individual 
interpretation of any enforcement 
officer. Many. motorcyclists have 
received citations under this Section 
which have held up in court even 
though their muffling system was within 
the limits prescribed for manufacture

——“‘Section 27151: No person shall 
modify the exhaust system of a motor 
vehicle in a manner which will amplify 
or increase the noise emitted by the 
motor of such vehicle, above that 
emitted by the muffler originally 
installed on the vehicle and the original 
muffler shall comply with all of the 
requirements of this chapter.” 

COMMENT: This section -has not 
caused too much problem in the past 
because the wording implies that a test 
procedure must be followed. 

There have been eight Bills which 
would have provided a variety of 
changes to Sections 17250 and 27151: 

——AB 1003 merely added these 
words to Section 27151: “No person 
shall operate a motor vehicle with an 
exhaust system so modified.” This Bill 
was signed by the Governor on 10 





August. 
——AB 1046 entirely revises Section 
27150 and requires that the CHP 


conduct tests and develop regulations 
setting standards for vehicular exhaust 
systems which shall require the lowest 
level of noise consistent with economic 
and technological feasibility. This Bill 
further prohibits the sale, installation, 
or modification of exhaust systems 
which do not meet the standards. 

Both AB 1003 and AB 1046 apply 
only to registered and licensed 


. motorcycles operated on streets and 


highways. However, there are six Bills 
which extend the provisions of Sections 
27150 to off-road vehicles. 3 

——AB 519 which was signed by the 
Governor on 24 August, originally 
applied only to snowmobiles, but 
through an oversight in a last-minute 
amendment, was expanded to include 
*fpassenger ^ vehicles" and this 
encompasses motorcycles.

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Tale of a National Enduro

HAWTHORNE, NEV., Oct. 10, 1971 —

So 
they wrote to the August council of 
greybeards in far off Worthington, O., 
who are called the A.M.A. and, never 
dreaming that their humble request 
would be granted, asked to have a 
National. And so it came to pass. (Don’t 
ask why.

experience at the hands of another 
village in the North Country. 

Soon over 700 knights and jestors 
had entered the contest and all were 
camped in a big open field on the other 
side of the munitions dumps of the evil 
giant. And the 10 members of the 
Wassuak Scramblers were wondering if 
they had not made a tremendous 
boo-boo. 

Early the following morning the 
contest began. As Sir David had learned, 
it was to be a simple contest without 
the paraphenalia that has been adopted 
for these things in the more civilized 
parts of the world. The contestants 
would ride their mounts over all manner 
of obstacles at a certain rate of speed 
which they would see written on crude 
cards at various spots along the course. 
In order that the great knights would 
not have too much advantage, the rates 
of speed were given in quaint figures 


like 17 mph and 19 mph. It was 





rumored that even the use of watches 
would be forbidden but this did not 
come to pass. 

In the chill of the early morning the 
contestants left on their appointed 
course by sixes and the dust of their 
milling mounts hung heavy over the 
land. Some were too eager, for the 
departure road was a terrible thing of 
rocks and holes and powder dust and 
many contestants came to grief within 
sight of the starting line. After three or 
four miles the course left the road and 
went straight across the broken country 
to the edge of the large lake and thence 





followed the shore. Deep sand clutched 
at the mounts and dragged them down 
while hidden rocks and hummocks 
attempted to throw the riders from 
their machines. Those who had elected 
to join the contest on small ponies had 
much difficulty. The bearded warrior, 
Max of Bubek who has won many of 
these contests, was brought to grief as 
he tried to force his small oriental 
poney Hodaka to match the speed of 
the great stallion, Norton, ridden by 
Bud the Howesman. Hodaka expired by 
the side of the lake along with many, 
many others. 

After 15 miles or so, the contestants 
left the lake edge and, still in deep sand, 
proceeded inland to the first check. 
From thence the trail became easier, 
traversing some beautiful virgin country 
while, unaccountably, the schedule 
became slower and slower as the contest 
moved to the midway point at 53 miles. 
No break was allowed at the midway 
point, as is customary in these contests 
in many parts of the world, but gas was 
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After an hour and 20 minutes they keep on starting. In case they got lost 10 feet from the start, the sign post quickly gets ‘em on the right track 
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brought out for the thirsty mounts. 
Then the contestants faced the second 
challenge; deep blow sand such as has 
not been seen this side of famed El 
Mirage. Great hills and hummocks 
tossed the riders like small boats in an 
angry sea. So difficult was the terrain 
that many contestants completely 
forgot the schedule which was absurdly 
slow at point, and arrived at the next 
check early, a woeful situation. 

Not long thereafter they arrived at 
the land of the great hills and again 
those on small ponies had great 
difficulties, Many were seen pushing 
their small mounts high up on the hills 
where the air was rare. It has been said 
the hills were over 2,500 meters in 
height. 

After many such hills the contest was 
over and Wassauk Scramblers passed out 
great quantities of free beer in 
celebration and in honor of the 
survivors. As each rider arrived, he was 
given a glass of stout ale and a small 
elegrant pin denoting his prowess in 
finishing the course. The contestants 
scored themselves, a surprisingly 
modern innovation that promised to 
have the winners determined in but a 
few hours. Alas it was not to be. Sir 
Steffan the Complainer announced to 
all that would hear that there was 
trouble on the course that had led to an 
unfairness. To wit, some thoughtless 
clod had knocked out the markers and 
many riders, about 50 in number, had 
become lost prior to the 6th check. 
Before long a member of the club 
appeared and replaced the markers so 
no others were lost. Sir Steffan, 
however, insisted that the problem had 
rendered the checks invalid. The 
greybeards of Worthington will be 
consulted and a verdict will, in good 
time, be rendered. 

Meanwhile, amid much merriment 
and story telling it emerged that one 
Jack the Shook, a misnonmer if there 
ever was on, had accumulated only nine 
points, making him the likely winner of 
the event. Gary of Satterlee could 
conceivably take the Amateur’s silver 
chalice with a score of 12 points. Sir 
Bud the Howseman,who is vying for the 
National Championship with the giants 
of the field, had difficulty keeping 
spirited Norton under control and hit all 
the checkpoints early, losing a 
disastrous 32 points. 

Most all the contestants agreed that 
the contest was a good one and a fair 
one, if a bit on the amateurish side. The 
results will be announced in about a 
fortnight.

Bergquist, 
who professes to have been racing desert 
for the last 23 years, was all smiles when 
I talked to him after the race. “It was 
really a nice course,” he said. “There 
was a little of everything...rocks, sand 
and good old open desert." Wearing a 
big grin, Larry admits that he always 
likes the course when he wins. 

Second overall was Tom Clodt, who 
also took first Amateur, followed by 
David Trib and Terry Clark, in that 
order. 

The Orange Streak, Rich 
Thorwaldson, was less than enthusiastic 
about the course. He hit a road crossing 
before the bomb and got off hard. When 
he stook up, his Suzuki lay 50 yards off 
in one direction and the fuel tank laid 
50 yards in the other direction. By the 
time Rich found all the parts and got his 
bike back together the rest of the 
Experts were out of sight. 

J-N. Roberts fared a little better. He 
led the pack around the first loop and 
into the pits, but seized his engine 
shortly after his pit stop. (Did 
somebody grab the wrong gas can?) 

Tom Brooks (Carabela) spent the first 
half of the race vigorously chasing after 
J-N. Roberts. Across the desert, under 
the freeway, across more desert, back 
under the freeway, down a fireroad and 
into the pits..

They came 
thundering across the desert on 
converging courses, terminating in a 
collision right at the finish line, with 
Knebel ending up sitting on the ground.

Bone tired and covered with grime, 
Sharon Wilson still managed a big grin 
when she learned she was first girl.

All in all, everybody seemed to have a 
good time. The course was said to have 
been a lot of fun and the weather was as 
close to perfect as you can get, aside 


from the usual dust. The Turtles really 
were cooperative...and generous. Thanks 
for the beer, George.

Bogner Blossoms Into Stardom

From last place at Los Coyotes' Hare 
Scrambles, June 27, 1971, to first 
overall at Cactus Cats' Hare Scrambles 
September 19, 1971, Big Bill Bogner 
really looks like a man to reckon with. 

Shortly before leaving to participate 
in the ISDT, J.N. Roberts said, “Bogner 
is really coming on strong. He is starting 
to look like real competition.” 

To those who have recently been 
seeing Bill Bogner finish in first, second 
or third place it may seem that he and 
his CZ just materialized from behind a 
Yucca tree and started winning, but Bill 
has been racing the desert since 1964. “I 
had a friend who talked me into coming 
out and I just jumped in and started 
racing," Bill recalls. Bill continued to 
race off-and-on until last season when 
he dropped out of desert racing to 
study, “This is my best season so far 
and it is getting better and better," he 
said grinning. r - 

The Cactus Cats’ Hare Scrambles was 
Bill’s first overall win, although he has 
been getting a lot of second and third 
place rides lately, and we asked him 
how he did it. 

“About half the secret to finishing a 
race is your mechanical ability,” Bill 
explained. “The bike has to be Primo. 
You have to get it in perfect condition 
and keep it there. It doesn’t matter how 
fast you are; if your bike won’t stay 
together, you can’t win. Second, you 
have to be in good physical condition.” 

Bill is a strong believer in natural 
foods. "I'm not a complete health food 
nut," Bill told me, “But I do eat a lot of 
wheat germ and fresh fruits and nuts 
and I try to stay away from ‘junk 
food’.” 

Like several other desert racers, Bill is 
a surfer. “Surfing, water-skiing and 
desertt. racing are parallel sports,” 
explained Bill. "To do well at any of 
them you have to be healthy and alert. 
You learn to read a wave the same way 
you read the terrain during a desert 
race, and you know what to expect 
from it. I go surfing every chance I get," 
Bill continued, “It gives me such a 
complete sense of freedom and at the 
same time helps me keep in shape and 





sharpens my coordination.” 

An iron worker by trade, Bogner does 
keep in shape. You can make a lot of 
mistakes racing desert and a lot more 
mistakes surfing or water-skiing and all 
that happens most of the time is you get 
bruised or wet and you don’t win. But 
working on the iron skeleton of a 700 
foot building you can’t afford any 
mistakes — it is too far down. 

Currently carrying heavyweight 
Expert plate No. 886, Big Bill Bogner 
thinks he has a good chance-of getting a 
much smaller number for his CZ; maybe 
even Number One someday. “But I 


don’t have a race strain,” Bogner was 
quick to add. “There is no sense getting 
moody if the bike breaks or you get off. 
There is so much more to it than just 
the racing. Winning is the main reason 
for all this, of course, but it is the fun 
and companionship, too; the Saturday 
night gathering around the campfire, 
catching up on what everybody has 
been doing all week, the fresh air and 
sunshine and the trail riding with 
friends. I guess what I’m trying to say is 
that I would like to be Number One 
someday, but I’m not going to kick 
anybody in the teeth to make it.” 
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Gene Romero, current AMA Grand National 
Champion, added more points to his national 
standing on October 3 by winning the Oklahoma City 
National Half-Mile. With five laps to go, Gene pulled 
up and took over the lead. The checkered finally flew 
and Romero picked up his second National 
Championship of the year.

The Trials And Tribul 


The Nori Fellow is the pen name of a 
motorcycle equipment dealer in 
Birmingham, England. The author has 
participated extensively in trials events, 
both as a rider and an official. This is 
the fourth in a series of articles covering 
the rules and techniques of trials riding. 


By The Nori Fellow 

Having ensured that everything 
possible in machine preparation has 
been done we now examine the 
question of tools and spare to be 
carried. This will depend on the length 
of the event and if any garages lie en 
route. Toolboxes are not usually found 
on trials irons and if they come fitted 
are soon discarded in favor of the 
capacious pockets of the trials suit. So 
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Rider on a 125cc Sprite compensates for lack 
of low-end power by staying on the throttle. 
* Ox 








into these pockets go a spark plug 
wrench, two spare plugs (your club 
mate will soon be borrowing one) 
wrench for wheel nuts — but with a 
workshop operation these can be resized 
so that the spark plug wrench will do 
double duty, a few of the smaller 
wrenches and one adjustable, a spare 
chain connecting link or the small 
3"xl'^" chain spare kit tin and one of 
the small compact chain breakers, a 
length of copper wire (it is surprising 
the number of "bits" which can be 
"glued" together with such, a 
screwdriver and or socket set, and the 
usual assortment of nuts and bolts. 

The question of carrying spare cables 
is a matter of opinion — I usually make 
do with a spare throttle cable only. One 
can struggle with broken clutch and 
front brake cables albeit with some 
caution and regard to other highway 
users. If spare cables are carried fit the 
spare to the bike in pre-trial preparation 
and carry the originals — thus knowing 
that your spares will fit without 
alteration or filing at the moment of 
actual need. Some riders chose to carry 
their cables taped alongside those in use 
but they are at the mercy of the 
elements and the ends have to be sealed. 
Tire levers and repair kits add to bulk 
and weight and a good plot is for fellow 
club riders to share the carrying of these 
not-so-essential items between them in 
the fond hope that they will be around 
when required. One other item I usually 
carry is a 12-foot length of nylon cord. 
In the event of an engine failure to tow 
or be towed back to civilization. 

One remarkable note is that if you do 
carry such things as cord, chain breaker 
and links, tire repair kits one never 
seems to need them. But leave them at 
home and their need will soon arrive. 

Another luxury article of luggage is a 
length of nylon or plastic half-inch 
tubing, employed in syphoning fuel into 
or from your gas tank if the tank has 
run dry. Its length is that of the hollow 
handlebar as that is where to carry it; 
insert and remove from the throttle end. 

Clothing and gear: The two piece 
Barbour suit is without equal and may be 
had in either heavy or lightweight

material which is truly 
stormproof/windproof/thornproof and 
lined for warmth. It has four large 
pockets and the neck and sleeve 
openings have adjustable buckles and 
straps. After a sticky or muddy event it 
can be pressure hosed clean and hung to 
dry. Very similar suits are made by 
Belstaff and T.T. Leathers. The material 
is a very tough Egyptian cotton. The suit 
is reinforced double thickness at seat, 
knees, and ankles. 

Boots: A stout pair of boots are a 
must to give foot and shin protection. 
Fifteen, sixteen inch height is desirable 
with the Barbour suit legs fastening over 
the boots at ankle level so that no water 
can get to the feet. There are two kinds 
which are popular: The slip on leather 
Ashman with no lacing or straps and the 
sturdy rubber with industrial type toe 
and instep re-inforcements. 

Headgear: As no speed is involved in 
trials a soft cap is common useage with 
some riders favoring the wool knitted 
multi colored dome piece invariably 
with top tassel. My own preference has 
been the peaked cap which in time gets 
fairly waterproof with hair oil or 
machine oil and has the advantage when 
climbing a steep hill into the sun of 
acting as a shield from sun glare. And 
for those who wear glasses the peak 
keeps the heavy rain "acquire" one of 
the family towels and this split length 
ways make a good neckpiece as the 
material is very absorbent. 

Gloves: For delicate "feel" to the 
controls in sections, wear the thinnest 
obtainable; the cheap cotton ones are 
ideal, being easily washed out after a 
dirty trial. For added warmth between 
sections a pair of Barbour overmitts are 
the answer, worn over the cotton ones 
and slipped inside a pocket before 
entering the sections. Goggles are a 
matter of choice and not of course worn 


` in the sections. 


Having studied trials machinery and 
the preparation of same for the event 
and riding gear, tools and spares, we can 
briefly study the type of hazards or 
which are likely to be 
encountered in a trial or a season’s event

as few organizers are fortunate enough 
to find a circuit including every type of 
going. 

With few exceptions the aim is to 
keep the machine as near upright as 
possible so that steering and quick 
change of direction can be accomplished 
quickly — also better traction and tire 
grip follows. Standing on the footpegs 
allows body lean to negotiate tight turns 
and enable corrective measures to be 
quickly taken should a hidden ground 
obstacle be hit. Also the standing 
position allows the rider, by 
straightening his arms, to transfer his 
weight more on to the rear wheel in 
greasy going when more grip is essential, 
and conversely, bending his arms brings 
his weight more over the front wheel if 
the steepness of a hill is likely to bring 
the front wheel airborne, in which 
position all steering is lost. Again this 
shifting of weight to the rear wheel by 
body action is a must in riding up a rock 
step and with practice and confidence a 
two-foot high rock step can be 
“cleaned.”

San Diego’s Billy Urban moved farther 
in front for the CMC number one plate 
by winning two Expert classes at 
Carlsbad Raceway today. 

Urban, riding a Puch in the 125 anda 
Maico in the 250 professional classes, 
won both handily. A thrown chain in 
one 125 moto dropped him to third 
place and spoiled his bid for six wins in 
six races. 

Asked what separates the best riders 
from the herd, the 17-year-old Junior at 
Patrick Henry High School in San Diego 
says the three marks of an excellent 
rider are interest, concentration and an 
awareness of what keeps a racing 
machine together and finishing a race. 
He says you have to dedicate yourself to 
racing and forget a lot of other things; 
“You can’t go hang around the 
Seven-Eleven for hours after school." 

Billy is a motocrosser through and 
through. He tried other forms of 
motorcycle racing and said of the 
desert, *It was one big endo for me. I 
tried flat track, too, but that was 
boring. It didn’t have near the 
excitement of motocross.” Billy 
qualified his statement a moment later. 
"I imagine if you are in Mert Lawwill's 
class it’s another story but I found it 
unexciting.” 

Billy spends six days a week keeping 
in shape, practicing and racing. He treats 
the spectators at Carlsbad each race day 
by hurtling down the long bumpy 
downhill at breakneck speeds; 
shoulders, arms and handlebars in an 
iron triangle; seemingly daring the ruts 
and rocks to force him off a rigid line. 
He has seldom, if ever, been matched 
going down that hill. 

Billy spends three mornings a week at 
the gym, working with weights under 
the tutelage of ex-San Diego Charger, 
Jimmy Allison. Two other mornings he 


' goes out and rides his motorcycles for 


an hour and a half or so. “I ride really 
hard and concentrate on what I'm 
doing." The workouts and practice 
show when Urban comes to the track. 
Asked if he ever gets tired, “ot 
anymore,” he replied grinning. 

Billy is satisfied with his sponsor and 
tuner, Roy Key of Key Cycle in San 
Diego. “They have done a great job. 
Key had winners in all three classes 
today with Roberts’ win in the 500 
Experts", said Urban. (Ron Roberts, the 
Hawaiian immigrant, won all three of 
his motos for a first in the big bike 
class.) 

Urban understandably has little time 
for outside interests but does get in as 
much surfing as possible. He has tried

of the cold weather sport. Predictably 
he had no trouble learning how to ski. 
The nautral athlete could no doubt 
excell at any sport he tried. 

Billy expresses a liking for others. He 
belongs to a church-youth group called 
"Young Life" and says hhe takes every 
opportunity to meet and know people. 
He likes motocross for its excitement 
but finds it has fringe benefits also, “It’s 
such a friendly sport. I've met so many 
bitchin' people. I really enjoy coming to 
the track and look forward to it.” 

As to his future, Billy sees nothing 
but motorcycles. He wants to race fora 
living and when that is over he plans to 
become a promoter or open a bike shop, 
“selling all the trick stuff.”

Indianapolis, Indiana. Jim Cook, an 
associate, drove a second Smith owned 
entry to runner-up honors. The bikes 
made another fantastic showing for 
themselves and time again the crowd 
went wild as the two wheelers produced 
a sensational show, with among other 
things, the sports first 8-second clocking 
at a national event. Cook led all 
qualifiers with an 8.991 ET at 168.53 
mph. Smith followed with a 9.055 at 
160.05 and Boris Murray, who wowed 
everyone last year with his 170 mph 
plus speeds, did it again with a great 
9.09, 173.74. Murray is the current 
NHRA National Record holder at 8.87, 
174.75. Other qualifiers included Leo 
Payne — 9.14, 146.10; Dave Campos — 
9.20, 159.85; Bob Abels 9.27, 157.34; 
Bill Chambers — 9.29, 160.57 and Larry 
Welch, last year’s winner, qualified at 
9.67, 135.74. Among the first alternates 
was Don Escolas, of Webster, Mass. who 
clocked a 9.35, at 162.74. This should 
tell us something of the closeness of the 
fierce competition. The first round saw 
Larry Welch make an easy pass 10.17, 
163.33 single with the Hyattsville, Md.

-RICE SUCCUMBS TO ENGI

NAZARETH, PA., Oct. 7, 1971 — Gene 
Romero closed the points gap between 
himself and Dick Mann during an 
aborted 50-Mile National here. 
Intermittent drizzles, which kept the 
crowd down and increased as the 
evening continued, had officials 
discussing the advisability of calling the 
race about the halfway point. 

When finally a rider went down on 
the backstraight on the 91st lap, 
officials red-flagged the field. The fallen 
rider turned out to be Mann, whose 
BSA had seized. He was running in 
second place at the time; since the 
results are figured from rider's positions 
on the lap preceding the one on which 
the race was called this was his finishing 
position. Thus the points race moves to 
Ontario, Cal, to determine the Grand 
National Champion. 

Jim Rice, third in National Points 
Standings, was dropped from the race 
for number one when his BSA fell out 
around the halfway point with a 
smoking, oil-dripping engine. 

At the start of the National, Mann 
jumped into the lead, but before the 
pack came around again Cal Rayborn 
had taken over, with Mann a close 
second and Keith Mashburn’s Yamaha 
in third place several yards - behind. 
Rayborn seemed unshakably in the lead. 
Romero passed Mashburn to take third

position, but neither he nor Mann could 
get around Rayborn. Romero and Mann 
swapped places behind Rayborn, with 
Mashburn slowly losing ground, and 
finally passed by Jim Rice. 

Romero finally got around Rayborn 
and took the lead. Rayborn began 
dropping back; it later turned out he 
had hit a rock and injured his left foot. 
He was still able to ride to a fourth 
place finish. 

Romero held the lead, followed by 
Rice, Mann, and Rayborn, and slowly 
extended it. Shortly after Romero 
passed 13th place Roger Reiman, Rice’s 
engine failed, and he dropped out. Gary 
Nixon’s Triumph was also beginning to 
break up, slowing him considerably. 

Romero extended his lead, with 
Mann in hot pursuit. Rayborn dropped 
back farther, with Don Castro taking 
over fourth pursuit. Rayborn dropped

back farther, with Don Castro taking 
over fourth position. Rayborn managed 
to stay ahead of fifth place Mashburn, 
and sixth place Dave Aldana, all of 
whom were far behind the fast-dueling 
Romero and Mann. 

Romero continued to extend his lead 
until lap 31, when the red flag went out. 
Mann had gone down on turn 4, making 
officials decide to call the race. Officials 
said they didn't know it was Mann who 
had fallen, and had been discussing 
whether or not to call the race because 
of rain anyway. Komero mentioned 
protesting the finishing procedure, since 
Mann/s second place finish keeps him 
comfortably in the lead. But he later 
changed his mind. 

Poor weather caused Romero some 
problems on the track, too. When he 
went to pull off his second tear-off (the 
clear plastic, disposable face shield 


covers) he said, “I pulled them all off. 
When I tried to wipe my face shield 
clean it just smeared, and I couldn’t see 
a thing. I was just guessing at corners.” 
The weather also caused the turnout 
to be poorer than expected for a 
National event. Promoter Jerry Freid 
told the riders at the meeting, “A show 
like this, on a day when we have 
sunshine all day, should pack the 
house!" There were rumors abounding 
that there would be no payoff, that the 
promoter was bankrupt. Freid said later, 
"We didn't have the money at two 
o'clock this afternoon, but we have it 
now; everything is OK." All riders and 
officials received their pay, in cash. 
Kenny Roberts sped to victory in the 
Junior final, although it looked for a 
while as if Frenchy LeBlanc would pass 
him. Roberts’ Yamaha took over the 
lead shortly after the start. Keith Ulicki 
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Don Castro took third, drawing him into a 
with Eddie Mulder for ninth in the National 
Point Standings.

_ Wirth Rapidly Becoming Ascot’s Man to Beat

GARDENA, CAL., Oct. 8, 1971 — Big 
Eddie Wirth and the Shell Motors 
Triumph won the final night TT race of 
the season at Ascot. This is the first 
time as an Expert that Eddie has ever 
won a TT final two straight times. 

Wirth, after clocking the fast lap in 
time trials was upset in the heat race by 
the always tough to beat, Mike Haney. 
But the situation was reversed in the 
Trophy Dash and again in the final with 
Wirth coming on to win both and Haney 
taking second place. 

Skip Van Leeuwen, not having his 
best year in TT racing, fell in the heat 
race, leaving the front two finish 
positions to two Juniors, Ron Moore 
and Rick Newby. 

Then the Dutchman had to come 
from the back row of the Semi to earn a 
spot in the final, from the back to the 
win, in fact for about the fourth time 
this year. But engine troubles kept Skip 
out of the Dash and the final and the 
absent Terry Dorsch remains on top in 
the Expert point standings with perhaps 
one more TT to run this year which will 
be a daytime event. 

The big bike Main, one of the best 
this year, was a back and forth affair 
and a tough one for Wirth to win. 
Haney has been a contender all year but 
has been looking for more than one 
season for a chance to put it all 
together. 

Washington's Steve Baker, the 
number one Novice in the Northwest 
this year, came to Ascot to try on the 
California 250 riders. A second row 
start in the heat race produced an 
eventual fifth place finish. Then in one 
of the lightweight semi-mains the fine 
Novice from the north grabbed his first 
Ascot win. 

Then Baker ran up against Steve 
Nichols, the same Nichols that beat him 
in the heat race. Baker, in the semi, had 
turned in the fastest Novice four lap 
time of the night and Nichols had a 
challenger.

Corbett Regains 
Troy Spotlight

SOUTH GATE, CAL., Sept. 30, 1971 — 
With his sights set on the 1971 
championship, Dan Corbett once again 
proved too hot to handle Thursday 
night at Trojan Speedway by winning 
the 250 TT 20-lap Main Event. 

But, however, sensational Corbett’s 
performance may have been, it was Tom 
Doty and his Honda that stole the show 
by scoring wins over Bob Sanders in 
both the 100 and 125 TT Main Events. 
To prove that Doty’s win in a near dead 
heat finish over Sanders in the 10-lap 
100 TT Main was no fluke, Doty turned 
the trick a second time around, this 
time soundly beating the Whittier flash 
in the 20-lap 125 TT Main. 

Sanders, forced to go winless in Main 
Event action, which in itself must be 
some kind of record, carried the 
pressure to Doty in both events with 
either rider a possible winner right down 
to the wire. In short, Doty had to 
produce a faultless winning effort. In 
the 100 TT Main Sanders trailed in 
fourth on the third lap, but in the next 
two laps moved in to challenge Doty. 
For five laps, Sanders looked for his 
opening, and on the final lap going into 
the north turn, it appeared as if he had 
found it when he moved alongside of 
Doty for the pass. In the process of 
lapping slower riders as they headed for 
the checkered, each rider had to go all 
out looking for racing room and with a 
final burst of speed from his Kawasaki, 
Sanders surged ahead of Doty, but only 
after hitting the finish line in a near 
dead heat. 

On the final lap, Junior rider Morse 
Michael (Hod), spilled before the jump 
and was run over by Dave Lujan (Kaw). 
Michael walked away from his spill with 
only a few bruises. 

During the running of the 125 TT 
heat race, Bob Brown (Hod), was 
involved in a multi-bike tangle and was 
taken to Downey Community Hospital 
with a possible fractured leg. 

While going wire-to-wire for his 
victory in the 250 TT Main, Corbett was 
trailed by last week’s F.T. Main Event 
winner, Rick Goade (Bul), and Craig 
Steigler (Bul). Chris Smith, who had to 
settle for fourth spot after his shift-lever 
broke on his Montesa midway in the 
race, dropped from third place to sixth 
at the midway point, but worked his 
way with an ailing mount back to 
fourth. 

In the Junior class, it was Joe 
Brown (Bul) winning over Jesse James 
(Mon). 

Semi—Main Event action in the 250 
TT was dominated by Smith over Dan 
Jones (Bul), and Rick Isbell (Ossa). The 
ever-popular Buddy Race was won by 
the team of Jesse James (no kin to the 
legendary James boys), and Smith who 
had to come from behind to catch 
second place Joe Brown and Dan Jones. 

All flat track events were cancelled 
due to unschedulated track maintenance 
being delayed and not completed by 
race time, but are slated to resume for 

the regular 30-event card in the next TT 
and flat track program.

——AB 578, which will probably be 
signed into law, originally applied to all 
off-road vehicles but has now been 
amended to apply only to snowmobiles. 

——AB 1551, which merely extended 
the provisions of Section 27150 to 
“motorcycles operated off the 
highways" was dropped by the author 
in favor of AB 2365. 

——AB 2365, which was signed by the 
Governor on 24 August, is identical to 
AB 519. 

——SB 1012, which has been sent to 
the Governor for signature, is identical 
to AB 519 and AB 2365, however it 
more elaborately defines the exceptions 
for organized racing and competition. 

In an earlier paragraph, I stated that 
the problem with Section 27150 is that 
it leaves the determination of “unusual 
or excessive noise" up to individual 
interpretation. For this reason, I 
prevailed upon Assemblyman Chappie 
(who also authored AB 519 and who is 
anxious to correct the oversight) to 
introduce an amendment to AB 2342 
which will make Section 27150 read: 

“Every passenger vehicle operated off 
the highways shall at all times be 
equipped with an adequate muffler in 
constant operation and properly 
maintained so as to meet the 
requirements of Section 27160, and no 
muffler or exhaust system shall be 
equipped with a cutout, bypass, or 
similar device." 

The purpose of this amendment is to 
require the use of a test procedure 
rather than relying upon individual 
interpretation of what is unusual or 
excessive. In that AB 2342 will (if 
approved) be signed by the Governor 
after AB 519, AB 2365 and SB 1012, its 
provisions will be final and will prevail. 

AB 2342, in its most recent form, 
establishes an Off-Highway Vehicle 
Code. Within those provisions, two new 
Sections which deal with off-road 
vehicle noise have been added. 

——Section 38280, which has the 
MIC’s endorsement, prohibits the sale or 
offering for sale of a new off-road 
vehicle which exceeds these maximum 
noise limits: = 

A. Any off-road vehicle 
manufactured on or after 1 January 
1972, and before 1 January 1973.....92 
dbA. 

B. Any off-road vehicle manufactured 
on or after 1 January 1973, and before 
1 January 1975.....88 dbA. 

C. Any off-road vehicle manufactured 
after 1 January 1975.....86 dbA. 

——Section 38275, which reads: 

(a) Every off-highway motor vehicle 
subject to identification shall at all 
times be equipped with an adequate 
muffler in constant operation and 
properly maintained so as to meet the 
requirements of Section 38280, and no 
muffler or exhaust system shall be 
equipped with a cutout, bypass, or 
similar device. 

(b) The provisions of subdivision (a) 
shall not be applicable to vehicles being 
operated off the highways in an 
organized racing or competitive event 
upon a close course and which is 
conducted under the auspices of a 
recognized sanctioning body or by 
permit issued by the local governmental 
authority having jurisdiction. 

On 24 August, the Governor signed 
AB 2364, which applies only to 
registered and licensed vehicles, 
including motorcycles, and which reads: 

“It is unlawful for any person to sell, 
offer for sale, lease, install, or replace, 
either for himself or as the agent or 
employee of another, or through such 
agent or employee, any glass, lighting 
equipment, signal devices, brakes, 
vacuum or pressure hose, muffler, 
exhaust, or any kind of equipment 
whatsoever for use, or with knowledge 
that any such equipment is intended for 
eventual use, in any vehicle, that is not 
in conformity with this code or 
regulations made thereunder.” 

Fortunately, SB 693 was ‘killed’ early 
in the Session. This Bill would have 
allowed each and every city, county, 
community, etc., to develop and 
enforce its own vehicular noise 
standards as long-as they were lower 
than those prescribed by the Vehicle 
Code. 

So there you have a complete 
run-down on the motorcycle noise 
legislation. When you consider all of the 
anti-noise legislation which has been 
aimed our way, we should consider 
ourselves quite fortunate that we have 
fared as well as we have.

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PENTON:

Creative force is a very rare commodity these days. 
The tendency is to have things initiated by 
committee, designed by computer and built on an 
automated production line. There was a Welsh poet 
named Dylan Thomas who defined creativity very 
well. It was the force, he said, “that through the 
green fuse blows the flower." First a bare green stem, 
then a stem with a flower on it. Whatever the creative 
force, itdamned sure isn't a committee. Creative force 
used to be pretty common and we have a lot of 
leftover names to remind us of it. Names like 
Lockheed, Ford, Sikorsky, Bell, Eastman. Add to 
that the name of Penton. 

When you think about John Penton there's a 
tendency to imagine a fairly big man. Many pictures 
that have been published show him forcing big 
motorcycles through swamps and streams and, 
somehow, he seems to be all over the machine. But in 
fact, he's fairly short, only 5'9" or so. His hair is 
cropped close to his head which is kind of round, arfd 
altogether he’s not particularly impressive until he 
starts talking to you. You become aware of his eyes. 
They’re honest. They look right straight at you and 
they don’t waver. Every slightest change in your 
position you can see reflected in those eyes. You get 
the feeling that if you're not straight, you're going to 
be pretty uncomfortable around Penton. And if you 
don't get that feeling from his eyes, you surely will 
from his conversation. He doesn't mince any words 
about anything. When an employee does something 
Penton considers considers inexcusable, he tells 
anybody that happens to be in the area, "Well, we 
don't have to worry about him, he's not going to be 
around here much longer.  Excommunication. 
Termination and death by firing squad are the 
victim's probable fate. 

Penton lives in Lorian, Ohio, which is pretty near 
Amherst and not too far from Avon. That probably 
doesn't help you very much if you only have a very 
hazy idea of the location of Ohio, but it's important 
to remember if you're going to have any 
understanding of John Penton. Lorain is a little 
community on the edge of Lake Erie that's in danger 
of being swallowed whole by the megalopolis of 
Cleveland. It’s good farming land, and John Penton, 
along with a dozen or so other Penton's, started out as 
farmers. John's pretty proud of that heritage. It 
means something to him in terms of values and, even 
though he's now a businessman who quite frequently 
travels to Europe and who makes deals with Sachs 
and Champion Spark Plugs, he still clings tenaciously 
to his farm origins. Most visitors to his place sooner 
or later get a tour of his peach orchard and the old 
town spring. 

When you're around John Penton you don’t always 
know whether he’s trying to make sure that you get a 
true impression of him or whether he’s trying to keep 
his own life in perspective. Probably it’s a little of 
both. When he talks about picking peaches and 
building mud-running motorcycles down in a shed, 
you know that consciously he’s at least trying to 
convey an up-from-the-log-cabin image that he feels is 


' the real him. But at the same time you might get the 


feeling that he's telling himself that *Here's where it's 
really at. The land. If this whole silly business folds 
up, I can still make it. I can still survive. The peaches 
and the water and the land are me and they're real.” 
It's not the way he'd put it, I'm sure, and it might be 
nonsense, but I don't think so. 

His business, though, is not likely to fold up. Like 
most things about John Penton, it's direct and simple. 
When he started, he took for frame of a little trail 
model motorcycle and added things to it until he had 
an enduro bike. A small firm in Austria, KTM, built 
some of the things and bought the rest (including the 
Sachs engine), assembled the whole thing, and 
shipped it over here to Penton. It turned out to be an 
excellent motorcycle, but like any bike, it had its 
share of problems: Some could be solved, others 
couldn't. Penton had the KTM factory hop up the 
Sachs engine before installing it. He reasoned that 
enduro and motocross contestants needed every bit 
of horsepower that they could reliably extract from a 
given size engine, so why not give them what they 
needed right out of the box? 

The first problem created by this approach was a 
mass of broken magneto flywheels. It seems that the 
Bosch flywheel will run forever in the mildly tuned 
stock Sachs engine, but get a couple thousand more 
rpm out of it and the magneto goes bye-bye. As soon 
as it became evident that there was going to be a 
recurring problem, Penton started figuring ways to 
solve it. First he tried welding the broken flywheels 
and returning them, but that didn’t always work, 
Sometimes the welding process warped the piece. 
Then he discovered a method of welding that worked 
and he was able to do batches of them at a time, so 
he set up an exchange program with the dealers. They 
sent broken flywheels and he sent them back 
reworked ones the same day. On some bikes he 
started welding the flywheel before it was ever sold as 
a preventative measure. 

Frames broke on some bikes. Penton replaced 
them free of charge, one after another. Right now, 
even though his new model is completely into 
production, Penton still has a big stock of the old 
frames to be used as replacements. This sort of 
practice has paid off. At the recent Jack Pine enduro, 
participation of bikes by brand was: Yamaha — 108; 
Husky — 98; Penton — 85; Bultaco — 51; and many 
others with lesser numbers. This is a fascinating 
statistic. One Japanese manufacturer who was

could easily buy Penton’s entire operation with their 
advertising budget. Penton’s reputation in the East is 
as solid as Mount Rushmore. 

Of course repairing flywheels and replacing frame 
is an unprofitable stop-gap measure which had to be 
stopped as soon as possible, but the solution required 
a lot of money which in turn took time to raise. It 
was done, however, and the result is a practically new 
motorcycle from the wheels up. Everything Penton 
has learned went into the new bike. The geometry is a 
bit different (more rake) and the wheelbase is 
different (longer) and the forks are different (the 
large model Cerianis). The frame is now made of 
Chrome-moly tubing, heavily gussetted in spots. The 
engine sits lower, and so on. 

Getting things done right is Penton’s particular 
form of creativity. When a problem comes up, it’s 
first attacked in Penton’s Research and Development 
facility. He, service manager Doug Wilford, and any 
of the boys that are around start on the particular 
problem and beat it-into the ground, trying one 
solution after another and spending endless hours 
testing. When a good wolution has been found Penton 
goes to Europe with it, to KTM, and presents it to 
them, Generally this is not a festive occasion. German 
engineers are inclined to think that they are the best 
in the world and that anything designed by them is 
not likely to be improved by anyone, least of all an 
American. If a German engineer’s watch stopped, 
he’d check to make sure the sun was still moving 
before he checked his own watch mechanism. “I 
pound on the table and shout in English and they 


shout back in German,” says John. The result usually 
is a change in the next batch of Pentons that come 
over. “When they're really stubbon, I tell ‘em that 
that’s the way Puch does it!’’ John adds with a grin. 
Puch and KTM are both neighbors and competitors, 
but friendly doesn’t exactly describe their 
relationship. 

Penton the motorcycle manufacturer is a relatively 
new phenomenon but Penton the enduro winner is 
not. Penton has ridden the JackPine Enduro 25 times 
and trophied 21 of those times. That’s about 10,000 
enduro miles on the Jack Pine alone.-Now consider 
the other 51 weekends in each of those 25 years...The 
amount of experience is staggering. With that much 
experience Penton is well entitled to think he knows 
quite a bit about enduros and enduro machines and 
with the solid success of his motorcycle in the East, it 
becomes quite evident that the title is not paper. 
Southern California, though, has yet to accept 
Penton. And vice versa. 

Penton established a distributorship here a few 
years ago. Since that time it's gone through several 
changes of management. The distributor has put 
Penton motorcycles in some fairly important shops 
and generated a fair amount of publicity, but it hasn't 
sold many motorcycles. Part of the reason is that 
much of the California riding is desert riding and the 
older model Penton didn't handle particularly well in 
the desert. But that's not the whole reason. There are 
plenty of bikes that handle much worse that have 
become successful. If a bike is considered to be 
basically sound, then making it handle is at worst a 
matter of some work with a welding torch and some 
new components. The real reason is more 
physchological. 

Californians, particularly Southern Californians, 
have a tendency to dismiss anything that happens 
east of the Nevada border as unimportant. Thus 
Penton’s credentials are somewhat ‘suspect. The 
attitude is, “‘Sure he’s won a bunch of those Eastern 
enduros, but has he ever won the Greenhorn?” and 
Penton’s attitude is something like, “If they ever hold 
a real. enduro in California, I'll win it." He regards 
the Greenhorn as a rather boring trail ride followed a 
month later by a lottery which determines the 
winner. “California thinks it's the center of the 
universe," says John. And that clearly conflicts with 
the known fact that the center of theuniverse is 
somewhere in the vicinity of Lorain, Ohio. 

In Southern California the accepted method of 
selling competition motorcycles is to find a hot shoe, 
put him on your bike, and give him $50 or 
thereabouts for each win he can produce. Naturally, 
the worse the motorcycle, the more concessions the 
distributer is going to have to make to get wins. 
Penton, however, doesn't sponsor anybody, as a 
matter of principle. It's kind Of va 
keep-sportsman-racing-for-sportsman idea. And then 
too, he thinks his motorcycles are good enough so 
that the better riders will automatically buy them just 
to keep the competitive edge. That’s apparently what 
happens in the east. Here it’s probably just wishful 
thinking, but I for one kind of like the idea. 

Many people would consider John Penton to be 
very old fashioned. He believes in hard work as a way 
of life, and he’s no hypocrite. He’s up doing various 
chores every morning before 6 a.m. By 9 a.m. or 
thereabouts, he’s at business and he works there all 
day. After dinner, it’s usually back to the research 
lab to work on the bikes, often until midnight, He 
doesn’t sleep much and hasn’t much patience with 





these days 


those who do. “Why do you want to sleep so 
much?", he's fond of saying, “Your body can only 
use so much and you can't store it up." 

A first impression of Penton is that of a man whose 
whole life is motorcycles, hard working, opinionated, 
almost obnoxiously conservative, a bit coarse. As 
you're around him more, you become aware of a 
sense of humor that takes the hard edge off. You hear 
him talk about things other than motorcycling, like 
the Kennedy family (he admired John but considers 
most of the family to be completely worthless) and 

“permissiveness,” one of his pet hate words. Standard 
conservative clap-trap with the intellectual depth of 
an oil slick. You might expect him to be pretty 
bigoted as small town conservatives usually are, and 
he surprises you right out of your socks. “I don’t 
speak German, why should I expect him to speak 
English?” he says of one of his German associates. 

A few months ago John Penton found out that he 
was going to manage the first official American 
Trophy team in the coming IDST, so he set up the 
team, arranged for the bikes, the supplies, the 
transportation and all the million and one details that 
such an effort entrails. Not only that, but a week 
before, he sent most of the trophy team to Canada 
for a practice trials, while and a couple of others went 
to the Jack Pine enduro. His son Jeff was hurt at the 
Canadian event and wouldn't be able to attend the 
ISDT. Penton, disappointed but not panicked, 
arranged a replacement. The team went over and 
collected a fourth place, better than we have ever 
done before by several light-years. And they used the 
virtually untried new Penton motorcycles, two of 
them with the completely new 175cc KTM engine. 
It's performance like this that has gained Penton ; 
enormous respect among people who know à dunt C , i e à 
something about the sport of competitive i . 
motorcycling.

SIMI, CAL., Oct..9, 1971 — Pity the 
poor Powder Puffers. Their events are 
always tucked away somewhere on the 
program and spectators figure it’s time 
for a hot dog. Their races are often 
always quite short; just long enough to 
keep the girls happy. And male 
counterparts don’t even flirt with them 
in the pits afterwards. 

Some Powder Puffers are caught in 
the dilemma of being bored with their 
own competition yet are afraid to be on 
the course with the men. 

Says Nancy Payne, wide-eyed, “Some 
guys will pass you anywhere!”

Strick just about to put it to Nancy when 
she bobbled and fell, turning her 
britches (which were a pleasant 
reminder of her femininity but hardly 
the hot set-up for racing) to kite-tail 
material. Meanwhile, Harnish busied 
herself motoring around Rough Rider’s 
fine course, picking the good lines and 
cowtrailing in general.

Higgins and Strick had a nice race fora 
moment with Charleen winning the 
abbreviated two-lap test. 

The Puffers didn’t complain except 
about themselves and their machines, 
except for Nancy. 

“T tell you, we always... they... we get 
so...!" She couldn't find the right words 
since Dad was standing right next to 
her. She was robbed of a win, she felt, 
because the race was started too soon 
and was even more miffed for having 
spent all day to race just a few laps.

Carruthers knocked off a national 
road race this year at Atlanta, the first 
and only one for the Yamaha 350.

With two laps to go Van Leeuwen 
edged by Wirth to take over second and 
all three riders were still trying to decide 
who would be the winner at the end of 
the last lap. But it was Haney for the 
first time and a well deserved win. 

California’s Steve Nichols and 
Washington’s Steve Baker picked up 
their private duel once again in the 
Novice division. Nichols won his heat 
race and Baker fell off trying to win it.

There, for the second straight 
night of TT racing, Baker clocked the 
fastest lightweight four lap time of the 
program. 

In the final it was Ron Powell and 
not Baker who gave Nichols the run for 
the money. 

The two rode side by side from start 
to finish with Powell taking the lead 
away from Nichols on two occasions.

The 
33-year-old rider has defeated Agostini 
the last two times in a row, both record 
breaking rides and both times Ago was 
second, after leading. Cooper is a six 
times British champ in the 250, 350 and 
500 class. He will ride a BSA Rocket 
three, the same machine he used to beat 
Agostini with in the past six weeks. 
Another great short course rider. 
Cooper and Mann on the same team!!! 
Fantastic. 

GEOFF PERRY: The young New 
Zealand rider returns to join up with the 
Suzuki team once again. He has twice 
competed at Daytona and is the number 
one road racer in New Zealand this year, 
Recently won the Grand Prix of Hong 
Kong for the secod straight year. Next 
to Carruthers, Perry is the best from 
down under. 

BARRY SHEENE: Only 20 years old 
and already the talk of Europe.

GINGER MOLLOY: Has been racing all 
of the AMA road race nationals this 
year. The New Zealand resident finished 
second to Agostini in the world 1970

Baker worked his way up from the 
back of the pack but ran off the course 
in the early laps.

A change in plans for this coming 
Saturday night finds Corona running a 
half mile. The event, the night before 
the Ontario 250 mile National road 
race, will find the promoters posting 
over $2,000 for the half milers. The 
track is about ten minutes from Ontario 
so if you are at “The Big O”, stop down 
as the oval is also an action track like 
the TT course. 

The final cycle race of the season will 
be a TT on Saturday night, Oct. 23rd 
under the lights. This event will also 
find an added purse, over and above the 
normal guarantee and percentage.
